Outlaws 
Trans Fat 


City eateries must eliminate 
artery- elogging ingredient 

NEW YORK I The Board of Health voted 
Tuesday to make New York the nation’s 
first city to ban artery- clogging artificial 
trans fats at restaurants — from the corner 
pizzeria to high-end bakeries. 

The board, which passed the ban unan- 
imously, did give restaurants a slight break 
by relaxing what had been considered a tight 

deadline for compliance. 

Restaurants will be 
barred from using most 
frying oils containing 
artificial trans fats by 
July and will have to 
eliminate the artificial 
trans fats from all of their 
foods by July 2008. 

But Dan Fleshier, 

a spokesman for the National Restaurant 
Association, objected to the ban, calling it 
burdensome and unnecessary. 

Trans fats are believed to be harmful 
because they contribute to heart disease by 
raising bad cholesterol and lowering good cho- 
lesterol at the same time. Some experts say 
that makes trans fats worse than saturated fat. 

Mayor Michael Bloomberg, who banned 
smoking in bars and restaurants during his 
first term, has dismissed cries that New York 
is crossing a line by trying to legislate diets. 

“Nobody wants to take away your french 
fries and hamburgers — I love those things, 
too,” he said recently. “But if you can make them 
with something that is less damaging to your 
health, we should do that.” sara kugler (ap)

Gates; U.S. Not Winning War in Iraq 



Confirmation all but 
certain after panel 
OKs Defense nominee 

WASHINGTON I Robert Gates, seem- 
ingly clinching confirmation as the 
new secretary of defense, said Tues- 
day the United States is not winning 
in Iraq and he’s confident President 
Bush will listen to his ideas about 
forging a new war strategy. 

He won speedy and unanimous 
approval from the Senate Armed 
Services Committee after five hours 
of testimony, a bipartisan show of 
support that suggested how eager 
many lawmakers are to replace 
Donald H. Rumsfeld at the Pen- 
tagon. The full Senate could seal 
Gates’ confirmation as early as 
Wednesday. 

“In my view, all options are 
on the table, in terms of how we 
address this problem in Iraq,” he 
told the committee. 

But he also acknowledged the 
complexity of the challenge. 

The senators voted 24-0 to sup- 
port the nomination to replace 


Rumsfeld, who has become a symbol 
of the Bush administration’s stead- 
fast course in a war that has long 
since soured with the public and 
much of the world. 

During his appearance. Gates 
would not commit to any specific 


new course of action in the conflict. 
He said he would consult first with 
commanders and others. 

When asked directly by Sen. Carl 
Levin, D-Mich., whether the U.S. 
is winning in Iraq, Gates replied, 
“No, sir.” That response appeared 


to contradict Bush, who said at an 
Oct. 25 news conference, “Abso- 
lutely, we’re winning.” 

Gates later said he believes 
the United States is neither win- 
ning nor losing, “at this point.”

New Mothers’ Mental Health at Risk 


CHICAGO I New moms face increased 
risks for a variety of mental prob- 
lems, not just postpartum depres- 
sion, according to one of the largest 
studies of psychiatric illness after 
childbirth. 

New dads aren’t as vulnerable, 
probably because they don’t expe- 


rience the same physical and social 
changes associated with having a 
baby, the researchers said. 

The study, based on medical 
records of 2.3 million people over a 
30 -year period in Denmark, found 
that the first three months after 
women have their first baby is riski- 


est, especially the first few weeks. 

During the first 10 to 19 days, 
new mothers were seven times more 
likely to be hospitalized with some 
form of mental illness than women 
with older infants. Compared with 
women with no children, new moth- 
ers were four times more likely to 
be hospitalized with mental prob- 
lems. (AP)

Freed from river mud, 
historic warship docks 
for overhaul in N. J. 

NEW YORK I Finally pulled free of 
its muddy anchorage after 24 years 
as a military museum, the historic 
aircraft carrier USS Intrepid was 
on the move again Tuesday, sailing 
majestically through New York Har- 
bor, bound for a long-awaited over- 
haul at a New Jersey shipyard. 

Just getting the 36,000 -ton ship 
to move was a triumph for Intrepid’s 
owners and the tugboat operators, 
who had to quit a previous attempt on 
Nov. 6, when the carrier’s rudder and 
four giant screws dug into the mud. 

New Yorkers who have come 
to know the Intrepid as a popular 
tourist attraction drawing 700,000 
visitors a year paused to watch from 
sidewalks, cars and skyscraper win- 
dows as the storied veteran of three 
wars inched away from its dock. 

Escorted by a fireboat shooting 
streams of red, white and blue, the 
Intrepid paused at the World Trade 


Center site to unfurl a giant Ameri- 
can flag in remembrance of the 2,749 
people who died in the Sept. 11, 2001, 
terrorist attacks. It then moved on, 
past the Statue of Liberty. 

“This old baby is moving,” a joy- 
ous Intrepid Foundation President 
Bill White said aboard the vessel. 


Some crew members cried and gave 
each other high-fives and hugs. 
Onlookers ashore cheered. 

The trip to the Military Ocean 
Terminal in Bayonne, N.J., took 
seven hours, including a lengthy stay 
in New York Harbor waiting for the

Court OKs Policy 
Favoring Hawaii 
Natives in School 

SAN FRANCISCO I A private school in 
Hawaii can favor Hawaiian natives 
for admission as a means of giving 
a helping hand to a downtrodden 
indigenous population, a divided fed- 
eral appeals court ruled Tuesday. 

The decision by a 15-judge panel of 
the 9th US. Circuit Court of Appeals 
overturned an earlier ruling by three 
of the same judges that the Kame- 
hameha Schools policy amounted 
to unlawful discrimination. 

In Tuesday’s decision, the major- 
ity noted that the case was unique 
because Congress has singled out 
the plight of native Hawaiians for 
improvement, just as lawmakers 
have done with Alaskan natives 
and American Indians. 

The policy “furthers the urgent 
need for better education of Native 
Hawaiians, which Congress has 
repeatedly identified as neces- 
sary,” the court said, (ap)

Iraqi PM to Seek Regional Meeting 


Al-Maliki shifts gears 
on gaining more input 
on Iraq’s security crisis 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Iraq’s prime min- 
ister reversed course Tuesday and 
said his envoys will talk with Iraq’s 
neighbors about the possibility of 
a regional conference on quelling 
the violence here, despite opposi- 
tion to the plan by some key politi- 
cal allies. 

Prime Minister Nouri al-Maliki 
made the announcement as more 
than 100 people were killed or 
found dead in and around Baghdad, 
underscoring the urgency of finding 
a solution to the bloodshed. 

The U.S. military said three 
more American troops had died 
Monday — two as a result of

insurgent attacks and one in a 
traffic accident. 

Despite a string of ambushes, 
mortar attacks and bombings Tues- 
day, the chief U.S. military spokes- 
man told reporters that all of Iraq 
would be under Baghdad’s control 
by the fall of 2007, with U.S. soldiers 
and Marines and other coalition 
forces playing a supporting role. 

Al-Maliki, a Shiite, told report- 
ers that his envoys would talk with 
other governments in the region, 
most of them Sunni- dominated, 
about how they might help estab- 
lish security and stability in Iraq. 

The prime minister’s statement 
fell short of an unconditional call for 
a conference. Previously, Iraqi lead- 
ers have resisted suggestions they 
include outsiders in efforts to settle 
their bitter internal divisions, (ap) 


Richest 2 % Wield Wealth Control 


LONDON I The richest 2 percent of 
adults still own more than half of 
the world’s household wealth, per- 
petuating a yawning global gap 
between rich and poor, according 
to research published Tuesday. 

The report from the Helsinki- 
based World Institute for Develop- 
ment Economics Research shows 
that in 2000 the richest 1 percent 


of adults — most of whom live in 
Europe or the U.S. — owned 40 
percent of global assets. 

The richest 10 percent of adults 
accounted for 85 percent of assets, 
the report said. 

By contrast, the bottom 50 per- 
cent of the world’s adult population 
owned barely 1 percent of the world’s 
wealth. (AP)

Russia Limits British 
Inquiry Into Poisoning 


Extradition ruled out 
for Russian suspects; 
questioning restricted 

MOSCOW I The top prosecutor said 
Tuesday that Moscow will not extra- 
dite possible Russian suspects to 
Britain in the poisoning of the for- 
mer KGB agent Alexander Litvinen- 
ko and warned that British detec- 
tives would not be allowed to carry 
out interrogations in Russia. 

Prosecutor General Yuri Chaika 
said that under Russian law, a Rus- 
sian citizen who is accused of com- 
mitting a crime abroad must face 
trial at home. “If they want to arrest 
citizens of the Russian Federation, 
it would be impossible because of 
the Russian Constitution,” he told 
reporters. 

Litvinenko, 43, died Nov. 23 in 
London, and toxicologists found the 
radioactive isotope polonium-210 
in his body. On his deathbed, Lit- 
vinenko blamed President Vladimir 
Putin for the poisoning. The Krem- 
lin has denied the accusations. 

Putin met Tuesday with Italian 
Foreign Minister Massimo D’Alema,

who had pledged to press Moscow 
about Litvinenko’s poisoning, but 
neither man mentioned the case in 
his public remarks. 

Chaika said his office would fully 
cooperate with a team of Scotland 
Yard investigators who arrived in 
Moscow on Monday. 

However, he said that all figures 
in the case would be questioned by 
Russian prosecutors in the presence 
of the visiting British officers. 

The prosecutor also confirmed 
that Andrei Lugovoi, a former Rus- 
sian agent who met with Litvinen- 
ko in London on Nov. 1 — the day 
Litvinenko fell ill — has been hos- 
pitalized. 

Lugovoi told the ITAR-Tass news 
agency that he was undergoing tests 
for possible radiation contamina- 
tion.

Military warns it may 
not be able to control

BEIRUT, LEBANON I Shiite Muslims 
on Tuesday buried a young man 
killed in street clashes in a Sunni 
Muslim neighborhood as Lebanon’s 
army commander warned that the 
military may not be able to contain 
any further protests linked to the 
country’s tense political standoff. 

Army commander Gen. Michel 
Suleiman urged politicians to com- 
promise, according to comments 
quoted by several Beirut news- 
papers. 

After another night of unrest in 
the capital, Prime Minister Fuad 
Saniora also warned that the situa- 
tion could get out of control. “No one 
can impose control on the streets 
and this has been proven,” he told 
hundreds of supporters who con- 
verged throughout the day on his 
office complex, which is ringed by 
barbed wire, combat troops and 
riot police. 

Outside, thousands of opposi- 
tion protesters were gathered near- 
by Saniora’s offices and in several 
other downtown squares in yet 
another evening of rallies aimed 
at bringing down the government.

Green Building Bill Is Passed in D.C. 


Washington would be 
1st major city to make 
standards mandatory 

WASHINGTON | Waterless urinals 
and recycled carpet could become 
common building features in the city 
under construction legislation passed 
Tuesday by the D.C. Council. 


The bill, which is expected to be 
approved by Mayor Anthony Wil- 
liams, would make Washington the 
first major city to require private devel- 
opers to adhere to the standards of 
the U.S. Green Building Council. Even 
before the legislation, the District was 
already on track to open the nation’s 
first green- certified stadium. 

The bill requires all commercial 


development of 50,000 square feet 
or more to meet the Green Build- 
ing Council’s standards starting in 
2012. The requirement applies to 
both new construction and signifi- 
cant renovations of old buildings. 

All city- owned commercial proj- 
ects funded in 2008 or later would 
have to attain certification, and Dis- 
trict-funded housing projects would 


have to follow similar environmental 
standards. The bill also orders the 
mayor to adopt separate standards 
for schools — which the Green Build- 
ing Council is now developing. 

“I’m told that it’s the most com- 
prehensive green building legisla- 
tion in the U.S.,” said D.C. Council 
member Jim Graham, one of the 
bill’s sponsors, sarah karush (ap)

Strength of holiday 
sales could influence 
currency’s next turn 

NEW YORK I While you’re out battling 
the crowds at the mall or shopping 
for hot toys this holiday season, what 
you’re buying and how much of it 
could influence the dollar’s future 
moves. 

In addition to dictating the 
level of retailers’ profits, sales vol- 
umes this Christmas could signal 
whether consumers once again are 
riding to the rescue of an econo- 
my that is showing signs of slowing 
dramatically. And that may have 
great sway over what the Federal 
Reserve decides to do with interest 
rates in the months ahead. 

That matters for the dollar, since 
its recent plunge largely has been

sparked by fears that investors will 
cash out of dollar- denominated 
assets as U.S. rates decline. 

For most of this year, the dol- 
lar’s slide has been overshadowed 
by bigger market news: the rally that 
boosted major stock indexes to lev- 
els not seen since the dot-com boom 
and the retreat in oil prices from the 
highs seen over the summer. 


In recent weeks, however, 
the slumping dollar has become 
harder to ignore. The greenback 
has plunged to its lowest level in 
20 months against the euro and is 
at 14 -year lows against the Brit- 
ish pound. 

Should the shopping season turn 
out a bust, the Fed might see that 
as a sign of consumer fatigue and 
choose to cut rates in an attempt to 
stimulate growth. That could hurt 
the dollar. 

Should sales top expectations, 
rates may remain steady or go up to 
contain inflation. That could sup- 
port the dollar. 

Still, it’s important to note that 
Fed actions don’t always correlate 
with the dollar’s every move. Most 
important, the inflationary risks 
that come from the slumping dollar 
can’t be ignored, rachel beck (ap) 


MySpace to Rout Out Sex Offenders 


NEW YORK I MySpace, the popular 
online hangout that has drawn com- 
plaints about sexual predators and 
other dangers to teens, said Tuesday 
it will develop technologies to help 
block convicted sex offenders. 

MySpace is partnering with Sen- 
tinel Tech Holding Corp. to build a 
database containing names, physi- 
cal descriptions and other identifi- 


able details on sex offenders in the 
U.S. The News Corp. site, however, 
stopped short of adopting Sentinel’s 
technology for verifying the ages 
and identities of its users. 

The database “will allow us to 
aggregate all publicly available sex 
offender databases into a real-time 
searchable form, making it easy to 
cross-reference and remove known 


registered sex offenders from the 
MySpace community,” Hemanshu 
Nigam, MySpace’s chief security 
officer, said in a statement. 

Parents, teachers and police 
have become increasingly worried 
about dangers teens can encounter 
at social-networking sites. The aim 
of such sites is for users to expand 
their circles of friends — and critics 
say those circles sometimes include 
predators, (ap)

BASEBALL I Cal Ripken Jr. doesn’t 
want the steroid scandal that has 
tarnished Mark McGwire’s Hall of 
Fame chances to do the same to his 
own inevitable induction. 

“The Hall of Fame run, it should 
be a celebration of the player’s 
career,” Ripken said Tuesday. “I 
hope, if that happens with me, that 
it would be a celebration.” 

A two-time MVP who played in 
2,632 consecutive games to break 
Lou Gehrig’s record streak, Ripken 
is considered a certain first-ballot 
inductee. Tony Gwynn is also on 
the ballot and considered a lock 
for induction when the ballots are 
counted in early January. 

So was McGwire, back when he 
hit 70 homers in 1998 to break Roger 
Maris’ single-season record; the for- 
mer Oakland and St. Louis first base- 
man finished with 583 home runs, 
seventh on the all-time list. But his 
refusal to answer questions about 
steroid use during a congressional 
hearing last year has tarnished his 
career and his candidacy. 

On Tuesday, Ripken dodged 
questions about McGwire. 

“I’m curious, but I don’t feel that 
I’m in a position to judge,” he said. 
“History will judge us all in some

Long forgotten, the 
ancient city of Lijiang 
is now a tourist spot 

STARTING OVER I When the Com- 
munists took power in China, Bei- 
jing’s once-famous city walls were 
knocked down for construction 
material. In their place now runs 
a traffic- clogged road. In the cen- 
ter of the magnificent Forbidden 
City, just beyond the last colossal 
door before the emperor’s private 
quarters, a Starbucks has opened. 

All across China, countless build- 
ings and entire neighborhoods have 
been buried and built over in a dash 
toward modernity — the one -two 
punch of revolutionary communism 
and robber capitalism. 

At some point, I became fas- 
cinated with the preserved old 
city of Lijiang, near the borders of 
Myanmar and Tibet. Nicknamed 
the Oriental Venice for the canals 
that weave through its maze of foot- 
paths and narrow streets, the city 
spent much of the past 800 years 
as the center of the Naxi Kingdom. 
Once a major trading post on the 
southern Silk Road, Lijiang slipped 
away from the modem world. By the 
1950s, when Russian historian Peter 
Goullart needed a title for his book 
about the region, “Forgotten King- 
dom” seemed like an apt choice. 

An army of white tile and gray 
concrete surrounds the old city. Pha- 
lanxes of shoe shops, banks and cell 
phone dealers are shoulder to shoul- 
der. Taxis, trucks, bicycles and rick- 
shaws scuttle back and forth.

like a pearl in reverse. Sure enough, 
once I broke past the last packed cor- 
ner shop and honking driver, the bed- 
lam fell away. A walkway widened 
into a cobblestone plaza where chil- 
dren played. I strolled along twin 
canals, which eventually split and 
disappeared behind low houses. 

The preservation of Lijiang was 
more accidental than planned. Dur- 
ing ancient times, the city lay on the 
far, forgotten frontier of the Chinese 
empire. Distant from the capital, it 
was of little strategic importance. 
Consequently, Lijiang is one of Chi- 
na’s only ancient cities not to have 
a city wall. 


In 1997, UNESCO declared the 
city a World Heritage Site. Since 
then, business owners and town 
planners have conformed to strict 
guidelines concerning restoration 
and new construction in the des- 
ignated zone. The upgraded status 
has also brought hordes of domes- 
tic tourists. Whenever I ventured 
along the central streets of the old 
city, I ran into gaggles of camera- 
trussed Chinese. 

I wondered why I had been dis- 
appointed by the sight of Lijiang’s 
ugly new city and all the tourists. 
Why had I expected any Chinese 
city — or anywhere, for that matter 
— to remain unchanged? I’m happy 
that Lijiang’s old town is being pre- 
served, but that very preservation 
is what’s drawing tourists, who by 
their presence are changing the city 
and how it functions. It’s a double- 
edged sword that slices deep into 
so many conservation efforts.

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Andre Royo brings 
humanity to his junkie 
role on The Wire’ 

TV I Walking back to his trailer 
while shooting the first season of 
“The Wire,” Andre Royo was still in 
character as the homeless junkie and 
informant Bubbles — face scarred, 
hair a craggy black mess — when a 
real junkie approached with what 


Royo calls his “Street Oscar.” 

“He said, Yo, you need this, man. 
You look like you need a hit,’” recalls 
Royo. “I laughed a little bit and I 
got emotional. I was like, ‘Wow, he 
thinks I’m a junkie for real.’ I felt 
validated.” 

On Sunday, Bubbles serves as an 
unusual reservoir of humanity as 
“The Wire” airs the fourth season’s 
finale (HBO, 10 p.m.). Bubbles has 
long been one of the show’s most 


moral characters, captivating in 
his struggle to fight addiction and 
hopelessness on a show that revolves 
around futility. 

This season has focused on a 
handful of young teenagers in West 
Baltimore’s broken school system. 
The final episodes find various char- 
acters fighting for the futures of the 
kids — and none is more affecting 
than Bubs’ unlikely mentoring of a 
homeless boy. 


Bubbles’ emotional scenes rep- 
resent a climax for both the charac- 
ter and Royo, who has taken a role 
originally meant for just seven epi- 
sodes and made it one of the show’s 
most popular. But as always on “The 
Wire” — be it politics, police bureau- 
cracy or the code of the street — 
Royo’s acting career has been a long 
road of playing “the game.” 

Royo, whose father is Cuban, was 
often told he wasn’t “black enough for 
the black roles” or “Spanish enough 
for the Spanish roles.” But he landed 
the part of Bubbles for the pilot of 
“The Wire” — not that he thought 
it was a big break at the time. The 
dense plot and lack of standard cop 
show action made Royo think “The 
Wire” didn’t have a chance. 

Like so much of “The Wire,” the 
character of Bubbles was taken 
directly from the street. Ed Burns, 
who helped create the show with 
David Simon (a former Baltimore 
journalist) and writes many of the 
episodes, was a Baltimore police 
officer for years (later becoming a 
schoolteacher). For 15 years. Bub- 
bles was one of his best informants. 
“In his prime, whatever happened 
in West Baltimore, he knew about,” 
Burns says of the real Bubbles, who 
died of AIDS in the late ’80s. “There’s 
a lot of honor in the game.” 

Burns credits the appeal of Bub- 
bles to Royo’s sympathetic portrayal. 
“It’s this feeling of loss that you have 
when you see a human being with 
such potential trapped in this world. 
He’s more of our conscience,” he says. 
“You can feel comfortable writing 
anything for [Royo] . You know he 
can reach it.” jake coyle (ap)

On her new album, “The Sweet 
Escape,” she gets even more mind- 
less — but, unfortunately, it’s not 


nearly as fun. Perhaps buoyed by the 
success of odd songs like “HoUaback 
Girl,” Stefani has taken kitsch to a 
new level on her sophomore LP. 

“Don’t get it twisted, don’t get 
clever, this is the craziest ... ever,” 
Stefani croons in “Don’t Get It 
Twisted.” But just because it’s 
crazy and daring doesn’t mean 
it’s something you’d want to listen 
to. Too often the album comes off 
like a tortured trip inside a musical 
funhouse — trippy and exhilarat- 
ing at times, but after a while, just

plain annoying. A prime example 
is the first single. On “Wind It Up,” 
she mixes the yodeling from “The 
Sound of Music” with whirring bass 
sounds from the Neptunes.

“Now That 
You Got It” is a sexy R&B taunt 
from Swizz Beatz. She also links 
with her No Doubt buddy Tony 
Kanal for the solid tracks “4 in the 
Morning” and “Fluorescent.”

A trapeze artist’s 
revolutionary new 
troupe flies high 

In his father’s day, a triple or qua- 
druple somersault was the most dar- 
ing feat a trapeze artist could do. 
But after Cirque du Soleil gained 
fame with its theatrics and con- 
tortions, George Caceres decided 
the number of rotations in flight 
was not as exciting as the number 
of people flying in sync. 

Caceres followed his family into 
the mid-air somersault business 
when he was 5, touring the world 
and performing for the Ringling 
Bros, and Barnum & Bailey Cir- 
cus. Now 28, he has revived his 
Colombian-born father’s troupe 


with Cirque du Soleil’s finesse 
holding precedence over his Ring- 
ling roots. 

Instead of just swinging from 
one trapeze to another in a straight 
line, Caceres choreographed a rou- 
tine that sends his troupe vertical- 
ly and diagonally across a custom- 
made rigging, with as many as four 
of the seven members flying at the 
same time. 

He freely credits Cirque du 
Soleil’s resident production “La 
Nouba” in Orlando as his inspira- 
tion for a new circus act, but insists 
it’s not a copy of that performance. 
“They have 13 men. I have half as 
many people to do the act with, plus 
I have women. They have one girl; 
I have five,” he said. 

The new Flying Caceres prac- 
ticed in Sarasota, Fla., for a year 
before booking their first perfor- 
mance earlier this month at a circus 
festival in Grenoble, France. 
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Many flying trapeze acts con- 
sist of extended families that have 
performed together for generations. 
Unlike George and Krizia Caceres, 
who are third- generation circus 
performers, the troupe’s five other 


members first learned the flying tra- 
peze at Club Med resorts or circus - 
themed camps and had no industry 
ties. The troupe had to prove they 
were trained professionals offering 
afresh perspective, not just a group 


of wannabes, Balch said. 

With five women, the Flying 
Caceres also breaks the male-domi- 
nated flying trapeze tradition. 

“A lot of people who do this have 
no faith in girls performing. They 
say, ‘Girls are not strong enough,”’ 
said Elena Egorova, whose parents 
were circus performers in Russia. 

On the strength of a home- 
made DVD showcasing their act, 
complete with the skintight white 
costumes hand-sewn by Krizia 
Caceres, the troupe secured two 
contracts for after the Grenoble 
festival: a five -week stint with the 
Gran Circo Mundial in Spain, then 
a longer stretch back in France with 
Cirque Arlette Gruss. 

Some older performers say the 
circus’ shift toward the theatrical is 
the latest attempt to attract a new 
audience. 

Flying trapeze artists maintain 
the tradition of going for the most 
daring trick, but they also cloak sim- 
pler moves in drama, said Norma 
Fox, who as “La Norma” once spun 
with a trapeze bar clamped between 
her teeth. “They turn it in more slow 
motion, turn it a little sexier.” 

Miguel Caceres’ goal when he 
started the Flying Caceres in 1982 
was to push the limits of the human 
body in flight. His son pushes those 
limits with more panache, he said. 
“It’s more complicated. There’s more 
excitement, more action in the 
air,” said Miguel Caceres. “Today, 
it’s not really how much you do 
up there, it’s really how you do it.”

Starbucks gift 
cards have been a 
surprising success 

If there are eight people in line at a 
typical Starbucks, chances are one 
of them paid up before even setting 
foot in the store. 

In the five years since the Seat- 
tle-based coffee retailer launched 
its Starbucks Card, it has become a 
fixture in the wallets of millions of 
loyal customers. It has also emerged 
as one of the company’s most heavily 
promoted and hottest- selling holi- 
day gift items. 

Most major retailers have been 
offering gift and loyalty cards for 
years, but industry observers say few 
have seen so many of their custom- 
ers hang on to them as long, use 
them as often and reload them as 
regularly as they do at Starbucks. 

“It’s unique in the sense that most 
retailers aren’t the kind where you 
have that everyday purchase,” said

During last year’s holiday shop- 
ping season, customers activated a 
record 15 million cards that raked in 
nearly $170 million once they were 
redeemed, accounting for 12 percent 
of the company’s North American 
revenue that quarter. 

“The card has exceeded our 
expectations, absolutely,” said 
Sandra Stark, Starbucks’ director 
ofmarketingprogram management. 
“We knew it would be a great pro- 
gram. We had no idea that we would 
reach 12 percent of tender.” 

Almost one in eight customers 


pays with a Starbucks card these 
days. Stark noted. About 96 million 
Starbucks cards have been activat- 
ed in the United States and Canada 
since November 2001, and custom- 
ers have reloaded their cards about 


38.6 million times. 

Gift cards used to be frowned 
upon as the last-ditch choice of only 
those who couldn’t be bothered with 
putting any thought into the pres- 
ents they got their loved ones. But in 



recent years, they’ve become more 
popular as gift givers and recipi- 
ents alike have embraced the notion 
that it can be nice to give people 
the option of choosing their own 
presents. 

“It’s just such a home run not 
to have to pick out something for 
someone, which they’re going to 
end up returning in 40 percent of 
the cases,” said Howard Davidow- 
itz, chairman of Davidowitz & Asso- 
ciates Inc., a retail consulting and 
investment banking firm. 

“It’s a lot easier to use the card 
when you don’t have cash and you 
feel like an idiot putting $2 on your 
credit card,” Erik Cards, 34, said 
after using his Starbucks card in 
Seattle. 

Companies cannot claim the 
money loaded onto their cards as 
revenue until a customer redeems 
it toward an actual purchase. 
They can, however, earn interest 
on unredeemed card balances, 
though Starbucks wouldn’t dis- 
close how much. 

Jeff Phillips, who’s used his Star- 
bucks card regularly for years, won- 
ders why the company doesn’t offer 
card holders more perks, like a free 
latte for every 10 purchased. “These 
guys are so successful, they prob- 
ably don’t feel like they want to give 
things away,” said Phillips, 35. “A 
lot of companies fall very short on
